William J. Spears 
Passes March 11 
At Fort Macleod 

(Pincher Creek Echo) 

William John Spears passed 
away in Port Macleod on Friday, 
March 11, 1966, aged 86 years. 

A very colorful figure, Mr. 
Spears, better known to many in 
Coleman as “Barb Wire Johnny”, 
was born in County Bruce, Ont. 

He came to the south Alberta 
area in 1889 with his parents, set¬ 
tling in the Beaver Creek district 
west of Granum and carried on 
farming operations in the Porcu¬ 
pine Hills, where he owned his 
own farm. He came west to Leth¬ 
bridge, travelling by train and boat 
and to the Porcupine Hills by horse 
and democrat. 

In 1940 he became restless and 
proceeded west into the Gap dis¬ 
trict where he set up a small home 
on a creek that is now named after 
him. He operated a trap line on 
the Livingstone River during the 
winter months and then looked 
after his farm in the summer. 

Prior to going to Fort Macleod 
he had been a resident of Crest 
View Lodge in Pincher Creek for 
a couple of years. 

Surviving are four sons, Alex of 
Vancouver, John MaoDonnel of 
Victoria, Dennis of Calgary, and 
James of Victoria; three sisters, 
Mrs. Isabelle May Chappel of 
Granum, Mrs. Violet Dennis of 
Santa Anna, Calif., and Mrs. Myr¬ 
tle Woolford of Seattle, Wash.; a 
brother Bert of Spirit River; four 
grandchildren and three great¬ 
grandchildren. 

Funeral service was held in the 
Pincher Creek United Church at 
3:30 p.m. Tuesday, March 19th, 
with Rev. L. Edwards officiating. 
Interment followed in the Fairview 
cemetery.

Library Report 
Presented By 
Councillor M. Cornett 

Councillor Mel Cornett, chairman 
of the Coleman public Library 
committee, reported to council at 
its meeting March 8th that the 
institution had again enjoyed a suc¬ 
cessful year. 

The report indicated that there 
were 194 members of which 145 
were juniors, 21 high school stu¬ 
dent, 26 seniors and two pension¬ 
ers. He said that during the year 
76 adult books had been purchas¬ 
ed and also 213 junior and teen¬ 
age books. A total of 3766 books 
were loaned out during the year. 

The library owns 3926 books, 
which are on the shelves, and dur¬ 
ing the year 13 were discarded 
or lost and 54 had been repaired. 

Mr. Cornett informed council the 
library valued its books at $6,000 
and its shelves and fixtures at 
$1500, and on behalf of the Library- 
Board asked if the town would 
consider including these assets in 
the town’s blanket insurance pol¬ 
icy. This was done. 

Thanking Mr. Cornett for the an¬ 
nual report, Mayor John Holyk 
commended the Library Board for 
tne good work and service they 
are providing for Coleman.

Use of police cars would be 
charged at 9 cents per mile after 
the first 3100 miles per year, which 
were provided in the service.

The secretary was instructed to 
write to East Kootenay Power Oo. 
to request permission from this 
company which would allow Cole¬ 
man Light and Water Company to 
supply its own power to the pump 
I'.ouse which would be located in 
franchised E. K Power territory. 
Coleman Collieries Ltd. will also 
be contacted regarding purchase 
of the land on which the town wish 
to build the pump-house. 

Correspondence from L. C. 
Halmrast, Minister of Public Wel¬ 
fare, was received, advising that 
two Senior Citizens’ homes were 
on the budget for construction this 
year, but location was not yet dis¬ 
closed. Only two are being built 
this year due to the government 
p’anning a heavy program of build- 


thousand Easter Seal appeal let¬ 
ters would be delivered this week 
to every householder in the prov¬ 
ince.

By-law 353 was read, providing 
for a payment of $10 per meeting 
to councillors with a maximum of 
24 meetings per year. The by-law 
will also provide for $15 per day 
tor the mayor, plus any cash out¬ 
lay he may have to make while 
out of town on town business. A 
maximum of 30 days per year was 
set for this expenditure. 

A letter was read from Assistant 
General Chairman of the Trans¬ 
portation, Communication Employ¬ 
ees’ Union, asking the town to 
write to various government de¬ 
partments, requesting that the 
(PR return to its former service 
v hich ensured adequate service 
to its users. The letter requested 
that correspondence be sent out 
from the town include mention of 
any poor service that is noted in 
town.

Council has arranged a meeting 
with the Old Man River Regional 
Planning Commission to be held 
or March 21st and another meet¬ 
ing to be held in the Central school 
auditorium on March 29th with the 
local businessmen. 

Both meetings are to deal with 
the town’s general plan and pos¬ 
sible relocation of the town’s busi¬ 
ness section.

Employment Good 

The manager of the National 
Employment Service in Blairmore 
announced the employment picture 
during the month of February was 
good and the general outlook has 
remained very encouraging. 

Mr. Robertson advised that the 
month end statistics indicated that 
there were 260 unemployed male 
workers. 

However, discounting workers on 
temporary layoff due to adverse 
weather or other unwelcome con¬ 
ditions and approximately 8 appli¬ 
cants in the 60 to 70 age bracket 
who are seeking work of a light 
nature, there remained only 45 
male applicants seeking employ¬ 
ment. This number also includes 
some who desire employment not 
common to our area. 

Operating coal mines in the area 
are all continuing on a full time 
basis and are continually seeking 
suitable experienced workers to 
meet the increasing demand for 
coal. Unfortunately, there are no 
experienced mine workers avail¬ 
able. 

The lumbering industry lost some 
time during the month due to 
heavy snow falls which prevented 
workers from reaching their work 
in the bush. Recent plans for the 
expansion of this industry in the 
Fernie district of the Blairmore 
area has been most welcome news. 
It is expected an acute shortage 
of workers will be evident in the 
Fernie district this summer. 

The N.E.S. officer stated the 
demand for female workers is im¬ 
proving although there are a num¬ 
ber of experienced female work¬ 
ers available for part or full time 
employment. 

Mr. Robertson stressed the ad¬ 
dition of new industry to the area 
and the creation of new employ¬ 
ment opportunities through indust¬ 
rial expansion is most welcome 
and urges all persons interested to 
support their local N.E.S. of$ce, 
their Industrial Development com¬ 


mittee and others seeking to estab¬ 
lish an area in which unemploy¬ 
ment does not exist. 

Information Is 
Insufficient For 
Licence Plates 

One out of every four postal 
applications for 1966 motor vehicle 
licences received so far by the 
Motor Vehicles Branch of the De¬ 
partment of Highways, does not 
contain sufficient information for 
the plates to be issued. 

Mr. C. J. Kenway, Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles estimates that over 
the peak months of March and 
April, at least 30,000 incomplete 
applications will be received if 
the present trend continues. 

This in turn must involve the 
exchange of at least 60,000 pieces 
of mail in five weeks if all vehicle 
owners are to be in possession of 
their plates by May 1. 

Of the five blank spaces on the 
application form that require in¬ 
formation, provided the owner has 
not changed his house or vehicle, 
three of them can be filled in by 
staff of the department from pre¬ 
vious records and date of receipt. 
This is in fact being done, but 
the staff are unable to provide the 
information on insurance cover¬ 
age or the signature. Unless these 
are present, licence plates cannot 
be issued. 

Albertans are urged to check 
that the application form they re¬ 
ceive is for their present vehicle 
and then complete the insurance 
coverage, basic color, phone num¬ 
ber, date and signature blanks.
